None the less, those who so piously 
predicted that Diem's- departure would 
bring -a-great improvement, and inci- 
dentally contributed: greatly to the non- 
ability of the Diem government, have not 
been justified by subsequent events. 
With all its accumulated handicaps 
and defects, the Diem regime had man- 
aged to impose a measure of coherence 
and discipline on the Vietnamese war 
effort. When the authoritarian went, 


however, the coherence and discipline 


vanished as well. It has to be added, in 
fairness, that the resulting sharp down- 


turn in the curve of the war was con- 
exaggerated by another factor.

Just as the mouse in the field is the staple 
food for a great Variety of animals, ranging 
from reptiles through ‘birds and mammals, 
so the herring in the sea 
is the main food source 
for marine predators. Al- 
most every fish-eating 
form subsists upon -her- 
ring at some time during 
its life, 

The_list of dependents 
‘Includes fish such as“eoho>~ 
spring, ling cod, rockfish, 
halibut’ ” dogfish, “and “at” 
most any other fish which 
feeds upon fish. Among 
birds are cormorants, grebes, loons, . gulls, 
terns, 
eagles, murrelets, puffins, auklets, murves, 
guillemots and other piscivorous species. 
Herring-aters among mammals inclyde 
otter, mink, seals, sea-lions, porpoises, 
whales, and, of course, man, 

Nor should the invertebrate animals be 
ignored in this survey. While in the egg 
stage, herring are consumed in great num- 
bers by carnivorous snails, worms, crabs, 
shrimps, amphipods, starfishes and other 
bottom<dwelling scavengers. As young fish 
they are natural prey for sea anemones, 
jellyfish, arrow worms, squid and actopus. 

No other species of fish in our area pro- 
vides such a bountiful supply of - protein. 

In addition to the natural drain placed 
upon the species by all these forms which 
eat herring, there is the very great drain 
caused by man’s exploitation.

OTTAWA (CP)—Canada’s wheat sales in the. first 
quarter of 1964 topped exports of newsprint—the coum

Newsprint was displaced by wheat as Canada’s lead- 
ing export for the first time in 1963 as a result of a huge 
increase in sales to Russia, Communist China and other

over newsprint was marginal, amounting to only $26,- 
000,000. 

However, éxport figures for the. first three months of 
1964 show that wheat sales were far ahead of newsprint .

Everyoné loves a parade, 
but the grandiose procession 
of color and noise is usually 
remembered as a blur.
